(vi) A candidate claiming age concession as a repatriate 
of Indian origin from Burma under Rule 6(h) (ix) or 
7(b) (x), should produce, ill original, together with a 
copy thereof, the identity certificate issued to him by 
the Embassy of India, Rangoon, to show (hat he is an 
Indian citizen who has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963, or a certificate from the District Magis- 
trate of the area in which he may be resident to show 
that he is a bona fide repatriate from Burma and has mig- 
rated to India on or after 1st June, 1963. 

(vii) Disabled Defence Services personnel, claiming 
age concession under Rule 6(b) (xi) or 6(b) (xii) should 
produce, in original, together with a copy thereof, a 
certificate from the Director General Resettlement, Minis- 
try of Defence to show that they are disabled Defence 
Services personnel. 

8. (a) A person in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is required should apply to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, for 'ssue of the required 
certificate of eligibility in his favour.
